England, Dominion of Wales, and Pozt and Towne of 
Berwicke, and to let, ſet, and demiſe the ſame, oz any part there- 
of, from peere to peere; And ſhall have power to ca l befoze 
them all Stew rds, Auditozs, Recetvers, Bailiſts o2Collectozs 
oꝛ any other O. ficer, oꝛ Officers whatſoe ver, and to ſend foz oꝛ 
take any bookes of accounts, rentals, copies of Court roll, oz 
any other wꝛitings touching the pꝛemiſſes and thereby a by all 
other wates and meanes which to them ball ſeeme meet and 
neceſlary. to inkoꝛm themſelves ol the laid revenues. debts, and 
arreares thereof, and of all things concerning the tame and to 
appoint any ſubo2dinate Officer oz Officers, and Miniſters 
under them foꝛ the better expediting of this ſervice, which 
ſaid tuboꝛdinate O:ficers and Miniſters are hereby autho⸗ 
rized, and eniopned to perfozme and execute all and every 
their commands reſpectively in and concerning the pzemt- 
ſes; and ſhallhave tuch allowances foz their pains and char⸗ 
ges in that behalte, as the reſpective perſons oz receivers ap⸗ 
pointed koꝛ the ſeverall Counttes, Cities oz places, hall toinke

ſhall be due and-payable toz oꝛ out of the ſame: And the Fee⸗ 
farmers, Farmers, andthe Tenants thereof, Officers and all 
others are required to pay the ſame accozdingiy, to the laid 
Perſons oz Receivers, oz to ſuch other Oificers oz Receivers 
as (ball be thereunto appointed by vertue & accozding to tie 
direction of this Ozdinance, and to no other perſon whyatſo- 
ever. And the {ato Fee-farmers, Farmers, Tenants, and all 
others which ſhili pay any Rent, ſumme of Money oz other 
thing acco2ding to this Ozdinance, ſhall be pzotected and 7a- 
| ved yarm<cfle from any fozfeiture, penaliy, oz damage Which 
he o2 they may tincurre by not payment ot his oz their fad 
Rent. ſummt ot money oꝛ other thing, accoꝛding to hib oz tyeir 
Grant.

And ti any Sheriſte, Recei- 
ber, Coltectoz, oꝛ any other officer oz any court whatſocoerthail 
rekuſe to pay the monies krom time to time remaining in their 
hands, any Free-larmer, Farmer, oz Tenent, ſhall retuſe to

Places, at ſuch times as the ſame ſhall become due & payable, 
92 to the Receiver-Senerall hereby appointed, then the-faid 
P?rſons oꝛ Receivers foz the ſeverall Counties, Cities and 
places ſhalthave power to diſtraine fo2 the ſame, and to take all 
other, advantages koꝛ neu payment thereof, as His Matefty 
the Queene and Pꝛinte, their Officers oz Miniſters might 
have done, and they ſhall have power to ſue koꝛ and reco ber 
any debt umme ok money, oz other duty owing to Dis Mate.

fo: all their receipts and payments, and other Acts koꝛ oz in 
reſpect ofthe pzemilles to the Committee foz the Revenue. oꝛ to 
ſuch as they . OD pay in krom time to time 
all {inch ſummes ol Money as they oꝛ any ot them ſhall receive 
by vertue of this Oꝛdinance, unto Thomas Faulconbridge Ef- 
quire, at Weſtwiaſter (who is hereby conſtituted and appornt- 
ed Receiver Generall of all ſuch ſummeg ofmoney as ſhall be 
received o2 raiſed by vertue of this Oꝛdinance) and ſhall be 
from time to time fubiect to the further ozders and directions | 
of the Committee foz the Revenue, And the Acquittances of |] © 
the fatd Receiver⸗Generall and of the ſaid Perſons oz Recet- | ani 
vers tn the ſeverall Counties, Citieg, and Places, Courts and | Þ;

And the ſaid Per⸗ 
ſons 02 receivers, their Agents and Deputtes, ſhall have pow- 
er to call to their aid and aſliftance the Trained Bands, Wolun⸗ 
tiers, oꝛ other Foꝛces and any other officer oꝛ miniſter of Ju⸗ 
ſtice, ot oz within their ſeveral Countieg, Cities oꝛ places reſpe⸗ 
ctzvely,oz any other perſon oꝛ perſons dwelling in, oꝛ neere the 
place, to compell obedience to this Ozdinance, where any re- 
fitance hall de made, oz as oft as need ſhall require, and ſhall 
ha ve po wer to punich ſuch perſon oz perſons as they ſhall finde 
rekractoꝛv, negligent, oz faulty in the ſaid ſervice by fine and 
impxſonment, ſuch fine not exceeding the ſumme of twenty 
pounds, oꝛ to certifie their names to the Committee ſoꝛ the Re⸗ 
venue, who chall have power to lend toꝛ them oz any ok them, 
and commit them to ſnchpuſons and places. as they ſhall think 
ft, until they hall confoane themſelves to this pꝛeſent Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance of Parliament. And the ſaid Trained Bands, Uolunti- 
er and other-Fc2ces, their Commanders and Officers, and 
alla. the ſeverall Conftables, Yeadbozoughs,and other officers 
and perſons within their ſeverail and reſpective limits, are 
hereby required and entoyned tobe aiding and aſſiſting to the 
ſaid Perſons 02 Receivers, their Agents and Deputies as oft 
ax they ſball be heweunto required, - 1 8 
And it is further Owained and declared by the ſaid Coꝛds 
and Commons, That all and every the ald Reveuues, Rents,
